** First, I want to explain what has led up 
to the present aggravated condition of af- 
fairs in the far east. For many years Rus- 
sia has slowly but surely been expanding 
to the eastward, until she is now in posses- 
sion of all northern Asia, But she has no 
outlet to the sea for her commerce, except 
the ice bound port of Valdivostick, away up 
yender” (pointing to the map). “.Bhe is 
like a great wheat field full of grain with 
no gate to get the grain out. So what does 
she do? She decides to get a port farther 
south. When Japan licked the Chinese in 
"04 and captured Port Arthur and a good 
part of Manchuria, Russia gets France and 
England to protest against Japan’s retaining 
Port Arthur. They protest and Japan ts 
cheated out of the spoils of war. Then Rus- 
sia quietly leases Port Arthur from the Chi- 
nese for twenty-five years and mioves in. 
She doesn’t think England will stand for 
her action, but England had a weak prime 
minister and no protest was made. Of all 
the nations of the earth, Russia was the most 
surprised to find that she was to be allowed 
to keep Port Arthur. So she proceedéd to 
fortify and prepare to stay a good dea) long- 
er than her lease called for. Japan is sore, 
but all the powers were against her. Russia 
then decides that she must have all the land 
between Port Arthur and Siberia, so she pro- 
ceeds to occupy Manchuria. When any- 
body protested she said she was going to get 
out day after tomorrow, but she ~~ al- 
culate to. She had worked a biu Port 
Arthur, so why not work another for Man- 
churia. Japan was foxy and saw how it 
would come out if she didn’t step in and 
register a kick. So she demands that Russia 
move out, and Russia says ‘certainly,’ but 
when moving day came Russia couldn’t find 
the moving man. Instead of that she moved 
a few thousand soldiers in and hung up a 
sign, ‘We are here to stay.” Then Japan 
began to ofl up her musket. ‘If Russia is 


allowed to do as she pleases out here, she’ll 


soon have Japan in the corner pocket,’ she 
says, ‘and Japan wants at least a little room 
to roll around in. We don’t propose to have 
a big man with a gun leaning up against ug 
on the starboard side, so here’s where we. 
get busy.’. So Japan prepares to fight, but. 
Russia doesn’t think she isin earnest. She 
calls Japan a little pygmy and delaysrolling 
up her sleeves. At that moment Japan in- 
augurated. what Mr. Gus Figgey would call 
‘rough house’ and lands on Russia at Port 
Arthur, with the result that Russia wakes 
up to find her solar plexus dislocated.” 


At this point in Capt. Fry’s speech there

Figgey ringing out in strident tones, “‘ Hot 
stuff, Cap.”

| Lacks Official Confirmation. 

A later Tokio dispatch to the same paper, 
which, unfortunately, is undated, adds: 
“ The report of the destruction of three Kus- 
sian warships in the Tsugaru straits still 
awaits absolute confirmation. Four war- 
ships appeared in the early morning near 
the northern point of Mutsa province. The 
garrisons of the forts at Hakodate are fully 
prepared to welcome them when they appear 
within range.”’ 

This telegram is intrinsically contradic- 
tory, and another dispatch to the same paper 
from, Hakodate throws still further doubt 
on the accuracy of the report of the sinking 
of three Russian cruisers.

The Russians lost four officers and forty 
men killed and 464 wounded. 

The Japanese did not lose a man.

Arrival of the Fleet. 

The Japanese fleet of six cruisers and seven 
torpedo boats, commanded by Admiral Uriu,

It was observed that the Japanese gradu- 
ally closed in, the flagship doing most of the 
firing and effecting the most damage. 


Variag, in Flames, Retreats. 

At 1:15 p. m. the Japanese fleet ceased fir- 
ing. as the Varilag and the Korietz had re- 
entered the harbor and taken up a position 
among the other warships. One of the 
Variag’s boilers was injured, and the war- 
ship was on fire astern. The flames were 
extinguished by flooding the compartment. 
The Japanese meanwhile had withdrawn toa 
distance from the mouth of the harbor. 


Cheered to Their Death. 

Two hours later the Russian ships again 
left the harbor. With bands playing the 
national enthem, the international fleet loud- 
ly c ring the bravery and gallantry of the 
Russians, the Variag and Korietz faced the 
Japanese fleet in what was certain death. 


Korietz Is Destroyed. 

The Russians apparently gave up hope, for 
at 4:30 o'clock a terrific explosion indicated 
that the Korietz had been blown up by the 
Russians, whose men could be seen in boats 
pulling for the Variag. An immense columa 
of smoke arose apd then cleared away, leav- 
ing the sight of the Korietz with funnel and 
masts Just above the water. The Japanese 
lined the shore cheering wildly. The Variag 
proceeded to its fate. The same fierce fight-

 Variag Is Destroyed. 
At 5:20 p. m. fire appeared in the afterpart 
of the Variag and spread slowly.

The Japanese admiral twice demanded of 
the commanders, of the three foreign vessels 
that the Russians be surrendered as prison- 
crs of war. The captain of the Talbot, being 
the senior naval offeer, each time replied 
that he was awaiting instructions from his 
government.

Payne Refuses to Lose Hope. 


Postmaster General Payné, who had been 
transmitting the bulletins to the president 
during the evening from his room at the 
Arlington, was naturally manifesting a great 
interest in Senator Hanna, as the two men 
were close friends. The postmaster general 
suffered an attack of gastritis today, and in 
disobedience to the directions of his physi- 
cian left his bed and visited Senator Hanna’s 


He called at 9 o'clock, and, notwithstand- 
‘ing the fact that Senator Hanna's condition 
was extremely critical, the postmaster gen- 
eral did not give up hope, because he said 
from his own experience he knew that where 
there was life there was always hope, es- 
pecially where a patient was suffering with 
typhoid fever. 


Dan Hanna Near at Hand. 

Dan Hanna ,the son of the senator, was the 
most conspicuous person in the lobby of the 
Arlington hotel tonight at 8 o’clock, when 
he left the bedside of his father to telegraph 
some friends the condition of the patient. 
Mr. Hanna said: “ Father is extremely low, 
but is holding his own.”’ 


Gov. Herrick Comes from Ohio. 

Gov. Herrick of Ohio, one of Senator 
Hanna’s closest friends, arrived here this 
morning. He did not visit the sick chamber 
because he would probably not have been 
recognized by Senator Hanna. It is curious 
that persons suffering with typhoid fever do 
not recognize the members of their family 
and their best friends unless they come in 
constant contact during the illness. They 
always recognize the nurses and physicians. 

Senator Hanna was not able to carry ona 
conversation today, and therefore Gov. Her- 
rick decided he would not go to the bedside. 
Elmer Dover, the senator’ssecretary, vis- 
ited the sick chamber, but was’ not recog- 
nized by the patient. 


Once Senator Gave Up Fight. 

Once during his illness Senator Hanna gava 
up the fight. This occurred Thursday even- 
ing. He sent for Mrs. Hanna and told her 
the end was at hand. Mrs. Hanna broke 
down for the first time since the senator 
became ill. She was hurried from the room 
by Mr. Dover and one of her daughters 
and taken for a drive. She was depressed 
during the entire evening and until the next 
morning. This was undoubtedly due to the 
fact that the senator had given up the fight. 
Late in the evening the. physicians and 
nurses were urging the senator to ‘assist 
them in pulling him through the crisis, 
Senator Hanna complained about the treat- 
ment he had received, especially about the 
baths, but responded bravely, “ All right. I 
will do as you say until daylight—if there is 
any daylight for me. Why do you not let 
me rest?”’ 

Will Power an Able Ally. 

Senator Hanna was as good as his word, 
and Friday morning he was better, but that 
day he had a sinking spell and a congestive 
chill. The physicians say the will power of 
Senator Hanna was the only thing that 
pulled him through the crisis. 
Senator Hanna’s family greatly appre- 
ciate the sympathy of the American people 
for them in their trial. Tender messages of 
inquiry come from every section of the Unit- 
ed States. They are received from dear 
friends and entire strangers. A telegram 
was received last night from a woman in 
Mississippi who is not acquainted with the 
Hanna family. It was to the effect that the 
Woman's husband was critically fll, but that 
as he had such admiration for Senator 
Hanna he. desired that telegrams be sent at 
all hours of the night informing him as to 
the senator’s condition. — 


Gov. Herrick’s Unhappy Inaugural. 
During the evening when Gov. Herrick ap- 
peared in the hotel. lobby his own attention 
was brought to the fact that three of the 
prominent men from his own state seemed 
to have dated their death blows from his own 
inauguration. Ex-Secretary Charles Foster 
was on his way to Columbus when fatally at- 
tacked. .Ex-Gov.: Bushnell. .died immediately 
afterwards, scarcely teaching the depot be- 
fore .the sumimons’ came.to Senator

matter rested upon him aloné and if there 
were no other political complications to be 
considered. 


Sinks After a Good Night. 


Senator Hanna had spent a restful night 
and there was no setback resulting from the 
sinking spell he had last Friday. He was 
so comfortable the physicians felt there was 
no danger in leaving him for a few minutes 
with the nurses. Dr. Osler was asleep, and 
Dr. Carter, who remained all night with the 
patient, and Elmer Dover, the senator’s sec- 
retary, were at breakfast in the main dining 
room of the hotel. 
Suddenly the nurses noticed that Senator 
Hanna was having difficulty in breathing, 
and he immediately had a sinking spell. 
They summoned the physicians, at the same 
time administering oxygen to the patient. 
The prompt action on the part of the nurses 
undoubtedly saved the senator’s life for the 
time being, and he soon recovered from the 
relapse, which was not a serious one and 
lasted only half an hour. — 
During the sinking spell: the senator's 
pulse was 136. When the doctors arrived 
at the senator’s bedside they gave him hypo- 
dermic injections of morphine and arsenic, 
and soon he was asleep. After this attack 
a bulletin was issued. It was as follows: 
“9 a. m.—Senator Hanna passed a com- 
fortable night but is weaker. Temperature, 
103.8; pulse, 124; respiration, 40.

“ CARTER.”’ 

Rallies and Revives Hope. 
No reference was made to the sinking spell 
in the bulletin, but Elmer Dover gave out 
the information regarding it. The physicians 
were delighted with the rallying powers dis- 
played by the senator and after the attack he 
was given nourishment and slept at short 
intervals during the morning. 
Word was passed. out fromthe sick. cham- 
ber at intervals to the effect that there was 
no change in the senator’s condition, but there 
was great fear that the end might come at 
any time because of his extremely weakened 
condition. The physicians, the family, and 
those who were gathered about the hotel 
were alarmed because it was feared that 
the sinking spell would weaken the senator 
so it would be impossible for him to survive. 
The only comfort they derived was from the 
fact that a chill did not accompany the col- 


lapse. 
Alarm Spreads in Washington. 

The alarming news had its immediate eg- 
tect all over the hotel and groups of persons 
of all positions of life, from members of the 
president’s cabinet to those in thé humblest 
walks, stood about, discussing in whispers 
the senator’s chances for lHfe. Every one 
expressed an earnest desire that the senator 
would recover, and notwithstanding the fact 
that his temperature was high, that his pulsa- 
tion was 124, and‘his respiration 40, hope was 
not abandoned, because every one knew of tha 
magnificent fighting qualities of the distin.

This official announcement gave little en- 
couragement to those who were anxiously 
awalting for news, and while Mr. Dover was

Second Sinking Spell Comes. 

At 1:30,the most alarming news since Sena- 
tcr Hanna became ill came from his bedside. 
The senator had had another sinking spell. 
It was more serious than the one he survived 
during the morning and even the physicians 
temporarily abandoned hope and summoned 
the senator’s family to his bedside. 

His condition was so grave the most heroic 
treatment was necessary and an injection 
vf brandy and water was made beneath the 
skin. Digitalis and strychnine were used, 
oxygen was administered constantly, and 
almost everything known to medical science 
resorted to to bring about a revival. 

The physicians and nurses worked nobly 
until 3 o’clock, when the senator responded 
to treatment. He was conscious practically 
during .the entire time of his sinking spell 
and now and then looked sadly toward the 
members of his family, who stood by weep- 
ing. He did not speak, not having enough 
strength to do so, but he understood what 
was said to him. When the brandy was be- 
ing’ injected he raised his right hand, as ‘f 
the needle gave him some pain, but upon be- 
ing instructed by the physicians to lay tha 
hand on the bed, he did so immediately. 


Dr. Carter Tells of Collapse. | 

Dr. Carter’s description of the sinking 
spell, made publle shortly after 3 o'clock 
was as follows: : 
_ “At 1:30 o'clock an unexpected sinking 
spell came on. We at once started to work 
on the senator, but he falled to respond to 
the restoratives applied. During this spell 
the pulse entirely disappeared from the wrist 
and only a slight flutter of the heart could be 
detected. We kept applying other stimu- 
lants, and finally got a slight response. low 
he has a pretty good pulse and also respira- 
tion. The spell was decidedly worse tha 
the one this morning.”’ 


Ambassadors Show Anxi ety. 

Unable to leave the embassy today on ac- 
count of a cold, Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador, sent Mr. Gutowski of his starr 
to the Arlington this afternoon to inquire 
about Senator Hanna's condition and to ex- 
press his sincere sympathy for the family. 

As soon as he arrived at the embassy to- 
night from the station, Baron Sternburg, the 
German ambassador, requested the lsitest 
news of the senator’s condition and was kept 
advised up to a late hour by telephone.

our report of the cases certified during the 
iast fiscal year shows that of 4,186 immi- 
&rants who were found to have ailments re- 
quiring .close inspection, no less than 877 
were suffering from trachoma, and of this 
the extraordinary proportion of 748 were 
actually deported. In point of fact, more- 
uver, half of all the people turned back for 
medical reasons last year were victims of 
this insidious and dangerous form of eye 
trouble. 

“It is the best commentary on the subject 
of our exclusive list so far as medical inspec- 
tion is concerned, because if we were to let 
down the bars this disease, which is common 
in the countries from which the bulk of our 
immigrants now come, would soon spread 
from the foreign settlements in our large 
cities and thence would be communicated 
through the public schools until our own 
children would be as subject to this loath- 
fume trouble as the most degraded classes 
abroad.”’ 

In talking over the question of inspection 
ci immigrants for medical purposes, Dr. 
Stoner gave his support to the suggestion 
which has been made, that such an examina- 
tion might readily be conducted at the port 
of departure. 


Should Be Inspected at Home. 
“ We have tried that toa certain extent be- 


fore,’" he said, ‘‘and it seems to work per- 
fectly well provided the system is satisfac- 
tory to the foreign governments. It would 
seem to be possible if we had the codperation 
of the steamship companies and of foreign 
nations to sustain medical officers of the 
marine hospital service at the principle points 
of departure of the usual steamship lines. 
They could certify that the immigrant on 
arrival at the steamer was free from all 


ordinary contagious diseases, such as are 
barred out by our statutes. Then, ifanim-. 


migrant, in spite of this examination, chose 
to come over to the United States and subject 
himself to a final examin@gtion here at 
Ellis island, he would have only him- 
self to blame if turned back. Under the 
present system many cases of extreme hard- 
ship are developed when it becomes neces- 
sary to send immigrants back home. Some- 
times it results in the separation of families, 
pometimes a well member of the family must 
go back home to take care of the invalid, and 
‘all things considered it is a harsh practice to 
turn back the sick man after he has sold all 
he has and come across the ocean. 

“The steamship companies maintain a 
medical inspection of their own at the point 
of departure, but it is necessarily their own 
inspection, and the tendency is to make the 
tests as light as possible, because, from a 
purely monetary standpoint, steamship com- 
panies can afford to take chances, as it costs: 
them little or nothing to return the deported 
immigrants with steerage accommodations.’”’ 


How Undesirables Are Classed. 


In going over the question of the classes 
of immigrants now coming into this country 
Dr. Stoner added some information to that 
which is commonly known regarding the un- 
desirability of much of the immigration com- 
ing to this country from southern and south- 
eastern Europe. 

We deport under the law,’ he said, only 
such cases as are so pronounced and of such 
a character as would be positively dangerous 
by contagon, or else reasonably certain to 
render the immigrant a public or private 
charge immediately after his arrival. We 
certify a good many cases, but the boards 
of inquiry. in spite of the charges made 
against them by interested persons, are fre- 
quently lenient in this matter and usually 
give the immigrant the benefit of the doubt, 
so that of the total of 4,186 cases certified 
last year only 1,318 were deported. If you 
will look at my report you will find that 
of this total of 1,318 who were sent back to 
Europe at the expense of the steamship com- 
panies because they were physically de- 
ficient 325 were from southern Italy, 234 
were Jews, 232 were Poles, thus showing 
that more than one-half of all the deporta- 
tion were from these three races. 

‘There is not so much general! sickness 
among the immigrants as there was former- 
ly. as a matter of course, because the steam- 


ship companies for their own protection are 


barring out those who are manifestly unable 
to pass a cursory medical examination. I 
do not think that at the present time we 
need any special legislation on the sub- 
ject of medical examination except to in- 
stitute such tests at the point of departure 
for the express purpose of avoiding the 
unpleasant cases which are now constantly 
arising through the extent of a law which 
is entirely wise and in the interests of the 
community. 


Notable Physical Deficiency. 


‘‘ A foreign inspection could be made at the 
point of departufe to better advantage than 
that on this side, because there would not be 
the element of injustice in permitting the 
immigrant to make the voyage. The class 
of immigrants we are getting is largely de- 
ficient physically. This is particularly true 
perhaps among the Jews, and it comes 
from bad treatment, poor living, wretched 
ventilation, and utter disregard of all the laws 
of health in their European homes. © 

“The younger immigrants, both men and 
women, are as a whole in excellent physical 
condition and are capable of doing the hardest: 
kind of work, the difficulty being almost en- 
tirely with those who have been subject 
abroad to unfavorable physical conditions for 
a long term of years, thus breaking them 
down long before people break down in this 
country. 

“it is for this reason that the principle of 
excluding all persons who have passed the 
prime of life is so necessary from a purely 
medicai standpoint.”

THE CANAL TREATY. 

This week or early next week, in all 
probability, the Panama canal treaty will 
be voted on and ratified. By that time the 
democrats who have been endeavoring to 
play politics with the interoceanic canal 
and the foreign policy of the country will 
have worn themselves out. Even the most 
obstinate and indefatigable talker gets 
weary finally of ineffectual debate and of 
repeating ad nauseam in executive session 
the platitudes on the invectives he has 
uttered in open session, and which fill in- 


mumerable columns of the Congressional] 


Record. 
The longest winded senator gets tired of 


_ talk’»< when nothing but popular irritation 


is « vked by his efforts, or when they are 
received with chilling indifference. After 
the public came to understand that the 
treaty would be ratified when a vote was 


reached it resigned itself to the delay and 
_ let the vociferous words of senators blow 


by “as the idle wind.’ It will take many 
years to build the canal. The effects of a 
delay of a month or so in beginning opera- 


. tions due to factious speeches and unpatri- 
. otic caballing will not be perceptible two or 


- three years hence. 


I Immediately after the 
treaty shall have been ratified the Panama

- mission will be appointed, and the work of 
' preparing for construction will be taken up 
' and pushed with vigor,

ures against Panama it would have the 
sympathy of a considerable number of 
Americans, That government probably 
was advised by its agents in this country 
that the sympathetie senators spoke only 
for themselyes; and it carried out none 
of its threats of invasion. It might have 
become seriously involved with the United 
States if it had not understood the situation. 

It ig not the waste of time which offends 
the public. It is accustomed to senatorial

THE SALVATION OF CHINA. 

Secretary Hay'’s note suggesting that 
Russia and Japan limit the area of hostili- 
ties as far as possible and that the neu- 
trality and administrative entity of China 
be respected has borne fruit. It is believed 
that his views commend themselves to the 
two governments to which they are specially 
addressed, and they assuredly do to most, 
if not all, of the neutral powers of Europe. 
When the substance of the note was made 
known there was some questioning and 
eaviling in Europe. In some quarters it 
may have been due to vexation that the 
United States should have taken the lead 
in a matter of such general concern and 
importance, or there may have been a mis- 
conception of the scope of the secretary's 
proposition. 

Of course the voice of unfriendly criti- 
cism was heard at once in the United States. 
Whatever the administration may suggest 
to protect the interests or to enhance the 
reputation and influence of the country is 
attacked directly or by innuendo. It was in- 
sinuated that Secretary Hay was about to 
drag the United States into war, that he 
was seeking to form a compact with other 
nations to compel China to remain neutral, 
and to compel Russia and Japan to respect 
that neutrality, or that he had made a move 
unfriendly to Russia, dictated by a desire to 
help Japan. 

The vindication of a disinterested policy 


dictated solely by a desire to keep China out 


of a conflict which almost inevitably would 
end in the partition of the empire is at hand. 
Japan has acceded to the suggestions of 
Secretary Hay, and the formal concurrence 
of Russia is momentarily expected. The 
Russian government appears to have been 
slow to move because of its uncertainty ag 
to the exact meaning attached by Secretary 
Hay to one of the phrases in his note. It 
is confidently believed at Washington that 
the eoneurrence of France in the American 
proposal has removed whatever doubts may 
have been entertained by Russia, and that 
the United States has achieved a great 
pacific victory. | 

The Chinese government has issued a 
proclamation of neutrality. No. doubt it 


be beyond its power to regulate the conduct 
ofthe fanatical, uncontrollable elements 
in the population of northern China. Even 
if there should be local outbreaks, they 
hardly will interfere with the workings of 
the beneficent plan devised by the American 
secretary of state, which will, in all proba- 
bility, be accepted and loyally observed by 
the belligerent powers.

FINED FOR BEING GOOD.

A long while ago the Chicago city council 
established a district for rendering plants. 
The idea was good. The ordinance was not. 
It contained discriminations and it was de- 
clared invalid. Then everybody forgot that 
it had been declared invalid. The declara- 
tion of invalidity got mislaid along with a 
great many other things belonging to the 
city. The council, the health department, 
the public, and the rendering plants them- 
selves continued to believe that there was 
a rendering plant district. 

There was, therefore, great opposition 
from three reudering plants north of Thir- 
ty-ninth street when the city council amend- 
ed the ordinance which did not exist by 
making Thirty-ninth street the northern 
boundary of the district which did not exis.. 
Nevertheless these three firms foolishly 
complied with the amendment and moved 
their plants. The city then charged them a 
license fee of $100 a year. | 

Having paid their license fee they had 
leisure to look about and ‘to observe that 
there were rendering plants which were 
still rendering on forbidden ground, They 
appealed to the health department. The 
health department tried to enforce the law. 
The council intervened. It can always find 

e. to #ntervene. There is on the books 
of the council today an order restraining 
the health department from @nforcing the 
law with regard to a rendering plant out on 
-West Randolph street. This plant is ob- 
noxious to the law but it is agreeable to the 
lawmakers.

| LETTER OF M!RQUISE DE FONTENOY

HATEVER may be the outcome of 
the present war in the far orient, it 
cannot be denied that the czar per- 
sonally has dene everything in his 
power to preserve peace. Events } 

have been too strong for him. Indeed, a con- 
flict between Russia and Japan was bound 
inevitably to occur sooner or later, and 
both on the Russian and Japanese side there 
have been men high in office who have held | 
that if the struggle were to take place the 
sooner it was fought out the better it would 
be, and who, therefore, have purposely pre- 
cipitated the crisis. In fact, one gathers the 
impression that the czar and the mikado have 
been forced into the war against their 
will, and that the two rulers were equally 
reluctant to break the peace. 

At the same time there is not a word of 
truth in the story widely circulated which 
describes an angry scene having taken place 
between the czar and his council of ministers, 
in the course of which he reproached them 
for their failure to second hig efforts in be- 
half of peace, accusing them of disobedience, 
and asking, ‘‘ Am I still the czar or not?*’ 
The slightest knowledge of the ways of the 
Russian court and of the character of the 
ezar is needed to show that episode is im- 
aginary. 


The only scene between the present czar 
and one of his ministers which has taken 
place since his accession to the throne was 
that with the late Count Mouravieff, min- 
ister of foreign affairs, who was called to 
account by his monarch for initiating a pol- 
icy diametrically opposed to the directions 
which he had received from Nicholas. On 
the same day the count’s death took place, 
caused, according to some, by apoplexy, ac- 
cording to others by suicide. 

‘Even during the different conflicts of opin- 

ion between Gount Witte and M. de Plehve 
last year, which preceded the count’s resig- 
nation of his post ag minister of finance, there 
were no scenes. 

The czar confined himself to reading the 
memoranda presented to him from one side 
and the other, to writing short but severe 
marginal notes on them setting forth his 
decision, and to granting audiences to the 
ministers who wanted to state their case, 
at which audiences the czar usually played 
the rdle of listener. But angry scenes, such 
asthe one referred to above, and during the 
course ‘of which Nicholas is said to have 
asked whether he was still the czar, are im- 
possible in Russia under the present reign. 


> 
Admiral of the Fleet Sir Nowell Sallmon, 
who now succeeds the late Sir Harry Keppel 
as father of the English navy and as its 
ranking officer, won his Victoria cross during 
the great Indian mutiny by shinning up a 
palm tree at Lucknow for the purpose of 
obtaining information of what was going on 
behind the wall, where the Sepoys had gath- 
ered in force. Of course he was immediately 
spotted by the insurgents, and a minute 
more and he had become the target for hun- 
dreds of muskets. Bullets tore away pieces 
of the tree, wounded him, not seriously, at 
least in a dozen places, reduced his clothes 
almost to ribbons before he clambered down 
to make his report, the information which 
he thus obtained contributing in no small. 
measure to the successful storming of the 
place. 

Admiral Sir Nowell is not unknown on this 
side of the Atlantic. For he commanded 
the Icarus and captured the filibuster Will- 
jam Walker, for which he received a gold 
medal from the Central American states. 
He subsequently turned over Walker to the 
Honduras government, which shot him, thus 
putting an end to the reign of terror which 
for five years the Tennessee adventurer had 
maintained in Central America, to the detri- 
ment of all trade and industry. Sir Nowell 
is the son of an English clergyman of He- 
brew descent, the family name having orig- 
inally been Solomon.

When money ceases to be the most valuable 
possession its balefuf power will be gone 
and it will become only a means of satisfying 
the needs of the emotional and inteHectua! 
nature, instead of ministering to base pas- 
sions and ignoble desires. 

The fixed determination to set aside one 
quarter of the income for the satisfaction 
of the needs of man’s higher nature, either in 
the present or in the immediate future, would 
go far toward cutting off the arms of the 
octopus which threatens to squeeze the life 
out of the American republic. : 


For an ideal any sacrifice is pleasure. For 
an ideal men will strive and win success when 
otherwise they will sink intoinaction. Ideals, 
then, men must have, and in the division of 
the income a place must be given to them 
and a portion set apart to minister to that 
side ef human nature. 

One great advantage 6f this recognition is 
that the young couple wil! pause, before buy- 
ing an ornament,’ or a picture, or a piece of 
furniture, and will have a chance for decision 
as to the permanent value of the object and 
its meaning to them. Anything purchased 
with thought and care and placed to meet 
& need Of the person has a value, even if better 
taste and wider knowledge would have dis- 
carded it. . , 


To those who should know better, whose 
college education should have taught them to 
know the best we must appeal to spend this 
part of their income on principle, no matter 
what the object may be; books, pictures, 
ornaments, church or charity, let it be a con- 
scious effort toward a higher and a fuller life, 
toward what we believe may be the highest 
civilization. 

Entire freedom of choice should rule in 
this as in other departments, only let it be 
choice and not drift. Let it be what we 
desire with conscious longing and not what 
we happen to see in the possession of others 
that animates our endeavor. 

It is the attitude of mind toward the objects 
with which we surround ourselves rather 
than the objects themselves which makes or 
mars our welfare. For this reason the teach- 
ing in the public schools should include right 
ideals of life from the material point of view 
and right notions as to values.

Altruistic instincts, the possibility of giving 
of one’s own to others, can only be satisfied 
when the income yields more than enough for 
bare existence. 

As in nutrition and all other factors of liv- 
ing, there is the gelden mean if we can only 
find it. Saving for no purpose is niggardly; 
saving for a possible future and pinching in 
a real present is unwise and unprogressive; 


F the tendency to wider separation of the 


‘but saving to be independent of charity Is es- 
sential to true manliness of character, and 
furnishes the incentive which keeps two- 
thirds of mankind alive. This saving may not 
be in the form of stocks and bonds and a bank 
account. It may be in the form of valuable 
works of art, of which the enjoyment may be 
taken as the days fly by; of investment in 
house and~furniture, if only that which is 
truly valuables chosen, and not that which 
is sham and flimsy in construction or of 
passing fashion. 


The best investment any family can make 
is in the health and education of the children; 
in surrounding them at the impressionable 
age with those forms and colors and objects 
which shall lead them to choose the best 
things life has to offer, in making possible for 
them a better life than the parents have had. 

At the same time there is danger that the 
incentive to effort will be withdrawn; and 
one clear fact stands out through all ages 
of organic evolution—that through effort 
alone has progress been made. 

Health of mind depends upon conscious 


effort just as truly as health of body. Chil- 
dren should be trained early in this direction, 


and in their purchases be made to feel that 
objects contribute to the fund of mental en- 
joyment. 

Life insurance and savings may well come 
in this portion of the income, since they are 
the means of that sense of independence 
which the race has been striving for; only 
let not the mania for saving go so far as to 
cripple the present life. 

The spirit of helpfulness toward a less 
fortunate neighbor belongs in this class and 
has various forms, religious, charitable, and 
just the simple help which one poor family 
gives to another. This spirit of true altru- 
ism exists far more than one who has not 
been brought into contact with it would be- 
lieve. 

A family with troubles enough of its own 
will help friend to the extent of its last 
dollar. I mo more often called upon to ad- 
vance money to my employés to help some 
other person in distress than for their own 
needs. Nor do I grudge the bicycle to the 
boy who had much better walk, according 
to my notion; nor even the piano to the girl 
who should be doing housework. Itis alla 
part of the evolution of a love of the beautiful 
and the pleasing, which can be rightly cul- 
tivated under wise direetion. 

I do feel, however, that those who have 
learned to be wise owe it to their less fortu- 
nate neighbors to give them the means of 
education, which can best be done in the 
public schools. These buildings should be 
models in form, in color of walls, in decora- 
tion, in pictures and casts, and copies of 
these should be made available for the hom 
to which the children go. 


Above all, the beauty of cleantiness, the 
most costly of all beauty, should be exem- 
plified in schoolhouses, and the means for at- 
taining it fully shown. 

The school is the agent of first consequence 
in exerting a profound influence upon the 
homes of the next generation.

OIGNONS FARCIS.—Take some medium 
sized onions, boil in two waters till almost 
tender, then drain and dry. Make a farce of 
a larged skinned tomato, a slice of fat bacon 
chopped small, a sprig of parsley, a sprig 
of celery, two large mushrooms, an ounce 
of butter, and some bread crumbs soaked in 
red wine. Stir over the fire for ten minutes, 
then remove the centers of the onions, and 
fill up the space with the mixture. Sprinkle 
with bread crumbs and ljittie pieces of butter 
and bake for twenty minutes. 

SALSIFIS A LA POULETTE Simmer 
the salsify for ten minutes in milk and 
water, then take a cup of well flavored stock 
and thicken with an ounce of butter rolled 
in flour. Add the salsify to this and simmer 
for twenty minutes, then’add a, dust of pow- 
dered sugar, a little paprika and salt, the 
yolks of two eggs, and lastly a squeeze of 
lemon juice. 

TURNIP SOUFFLE.—Boil one pound of 
turnips till tender and press through a hair 
sieve. Melt an ounce of butter in a stew 
pan and add an ounce of flour, some salt, a 
little paprika, and half a pintofmilk. When 
boiling stir in two ounces of bread crumbs, 
thé turnip purée, the beaten yolk of an egg, 
and the stiffly beaten whites of two eggs.

The Importance — 

Of chewing the, food lies in the fact that 
in order to digest it the digestive juices 
must have free access to every particle, every 
fiber and cell of the food that reaches the 
stomach. It cannot readily do this if big 
pieces of meat, lumps of potato, and masses 
of bread are shot en bloc into the stomach. 

What does the stomach do in such cases? 
It either attempts to return them to the 
place whence they came, lets them severely 
alone, or warns its owner in the most pain- 
ful way thatit is not gqing to be “ put upon.” 

Never forget that digestion really begins 
in the mouth; chew your food slowly, or 
rapidly if you like, but chew it thoroughly, 
and incorporate it freely with saliva. Chew 
each mouthful until it has no taste left in it, 
and it will go down automatically. 

The human stomach is human in its dislike 
to do the work that properly belongs to an- 
other department. It will do a great deal 
for its owner, but it draws the line at drudg- 
ing for the teeth. It will churn your food 


for you, but it declines the attempt to chew it.

4} “ Conceding to a great degree the facts 
and conditions as given by Mr. Harrison, at- 
tention may be called to one ordinance to 
which he specifically refers, in enforcing 
which he should not play the laggard—that 
&f closing the saloons at midnight. He says, 
however, that it may well be doubted wheth- 
er the city council ever intended them to be 
closed. 

“He has asked the aldermen to require al! 
saloonkeepers to take down the screens and 
keep lights burning at the bar after mid- 
night that it may make the enforcement of 
the ordinance easier. This seemingly just 
request the city council will not grant. But 
will the mayor not bring all his power to 
bear upon their closing because the aldermen 
will not grant this’ supplementary legis!a- 
tion which is not at all absolutely essential 
to shutting them up? Council or no council, 
the mayor ought to close them. He can doit 
if he will.”’ 


PAYS A TRIBUTE TO MAVOR. 


Willard B. Thorp, Pastor of the Late 
Alderman, Speaks of His 
Work. 


At the South Congregational church, where 
Ald. William Mavor was a member of the 
board of trustees, the pastor, the Rev. Willard 
B. Thorp, spoke briefly yesterday in memory 
of Mr. Mavor. He said in part: 

*“Our church feels in a peculiar way the 
griet which has come to the entire city.

PEOPLE TELL DR. CAMDEN COBERN 
_ WHAT THEY WOULD DO. 


Answers to the Question Form Subject 
of First Sermon of a Series at St. 
James’ Methodist Charch — John 
Mitchell Says He Would Enter Same 
Career, but Try to Accomplish More 


—Convict Blames Home and Parents | 


for Downfall, 


If you had your life to live over what 
changes would you make? 

A long series of answers to this question 
formed the subject of Dr. Camden M. Co- 
bern’s sermon in St. James’ Methodist 
church last night. Dr. Cobern had sent out 
the question some time ago, and the answers 
represent all ages and classes of people. 

John Mitchell, president of the minework- 
ers, wrote: “If I had my lfe to live over 
I should, so far as I know, enter the same 
sphere of activity in which I am now en- 
gaged; I would live in about the same man- 
ner as that in which I have lived, except that 
I should devote a greater part of my time to 
self-culture and should work harder for the 
cause which I represent. In other words, I 
should try to accomplish more for the work- 
ing people and should endeavor to make my- 
self more worthy of their confidence and re- 
spect.” 

Student Takes Life as a Joke. 


One young man replied that his “ present 
occupation was that of a tramp, being a 
student in the university law department. 
If he had to live his life over he would read 
only dime novels and select portions of the 
Old Testament, would smoke only cigarets, 
and would drink no beer, but whisky only. ’ 

Several convicts replied. One of them re- 
ported that he had gone to the bad “ because 
his home had become merely an eating house 
and dormitory, the father being gone all the 
time to business and the mother devoting 
her time to the dance, euchre parties, and 
the theater, leaving the children to the servy- 
ants.”’ 

Choice of Comnranions. 

Appended to the general question, Dr. Co- 
bern had asked a series of twelve questions 
on details, and he took up in er the an- 
swers to the first three of these,’which refer 
to choice of companions, education, and 
reading. He did not read these answers, but 
discussed the genera] subject, using the an- 
gswers as illustrative material. Some of his 
remarks were: 

‘Even a donkey is better for being edu- 
cated. He who chooses illiterate and vulgar 
companions will grow up to be a nobody or 
worse. Better have no companions than the 
wrong kind. The young man who does not 
have as one of his best friends some good 
girl is missing more than he knows.”’ 

The lecture was the first of a Series, and 
the letters wilf be discussed further next 
Sunday night.

After six weeks’ work as a member of the 

citizens’ committee, appointed to investigate 

the causes and cures for the present reign of 
crime in Chicago, the Rev. Thomas E. Cox of 
the Haly Name cathedral lays much of the 
blame on the justice shops and on the Crimi- 
pal court. Other causes, he says, are laxity 

o* laws and lack of laws; the small number 

of police, and economic conditions; heredity 

and lack of education, false ideas prevailing 


concerning the meaning of life; and loose no- 
thons that are current concerning marriage 
and honesty and honor. 

In an address last night, given in the Pres- 


ington street, of which the Rev. J. J. Jen- 
nings is the pastor, Father Cox presented the 
results of his investigations. After detailing 
the great crimes which have been committed 
in Chicago during the winter, he said: 


Police Too Few. 

* In proportion to its population and extent 
of territory Chicago has a smaller number 
of police employed than any other large city 
in the country. The idea has been suggested 
that the police force is in league with crime. 
‘rhe number of arrests, the evidence produced 
by the police, and the number of persons con- 


victed refute this. 


“I am not here as apologist for the police 
force. in times past 1 have severely criticised 
it, but a closer study has convinced me that 
the cause of crime cannot be fairly lodged 
with the police. If there is any man whose 
interest it is to have less crime in the com- 
munity, it is the much calumniated ‘copper,’ 
the patrolman on beat in the darkness of the 
night, who faces the magazine gun of the 
desperado, while his critics in club and parlor 
are blaming him. Let us place the blame for 
crime where it belongs. 


Finds Fault with Trials. 

“ Maybe the police justices are all wrong, 
the system the cause of corruption. I doubt 
not that’many a petty criminal! is initiated 
into big business by means of the justice 
shops. But the holdup man, the robber, and 
the murderer are tried in the Criminal court. 
During 1902 the police force arrested and 
presented to the grand jury, with evidence 
enough to'secure indictments, not less than 
3,000 cases. These should have been handled 
to a finish by the state’s attorney's office. 
Now, what do we find? | 

“The state’s attorney has usurped from 
the clerk of the Criminal court the right to 
fix the call of cases. No order is observed, 
and the accused, who have no understanding 
with the office, are in confusion concerning 
the time of their cases. On the other hand 
many are indicted and never called to trial. 
They give bail and are free. Years pass, the 
witnesses are scattered, and conviction is 
out of the question. 


Many Compromises Made. 

“ Others are brought to trial. A compro- 
mise is made in their case. The charge of 
felony is modified into a misdemeanor. The 
accused pleads gullty to a minor offense, and 
a sentence to a trifling term is given. One- 
half of the commitments on sentence to the 
house of correction and the county jail are 
of this kind. Again, the accused may be 
brought to trial and convicted. His attorney 
makes a motion to withdraw the plea, and 
the convict is let out on his own recogni- 


gance. Over 200 persons were released from 


the jail in this way last year. One million 
dollars in worthless bonds have been ac-

The recent action of mafiufacturers in in- 
creasing the price of the serum to $1.33 a 
thousand units led the department to ascer- 
tain the cost of manufacture, which, it de- 
clares, is less than 20 cents. 

“From data secured from the Massachu- 
setts board of health,’’ says the bulletin, 
“it is learned that some 160,000 vials of anti- 
toxin produced at the state laboratories cost 
an average of less than 20 cents per vial of 
1,000 units. The total cost to the state— 
which furnishes antitoxin free to every phy- 
sician in Massachusetts—was less than $32,000 
during the four years. At the average com- 
mercial prices the product would have cost 
more than $437,000, so that the state has 
saved more than $100,000 yearly by pro- 
ducing its own antitoxin, and diphtheria has 
been reduced more than 44 per cent during the 
period. 

“For $25,000 an antitoxin plant could be 
established in connection with the McCormick 
Memorial Institute for Infectious Diseases 
under the direct charge of its staff. 

“It may be added that there was an in- 
crease of nearly 20 per cent in the num- 
ber of diphtheria cases reported during the 
week over the number reported in the pre- 
vious week, and of exactly one-third over 
the number in the corresponding week one 
year ago.” 

Lack of Treatment Fatal. 

One person in three not treated with anti- 
toxin dies of diphtheria, the bulletin stating: 

** Between Oct. 5, 1895—date of first case 
treated—and Dec. 31, 1903, the antitoxin ad- 
ministrators of the department treated 7,435 
cases of bacterially verified diphtheria, of 
which number 479 died—a mortality rate of 
6.44 per cent. The average mortality without 
antitoxin remains about 35 per cent. 

“ That the value of antitoxin depends upon 
its early administration is shown by the fol-

the first day of the disease, with two deaths— 

ity rate, 0.84 per cent. 

‘* Of 1,913 treated on the second day, twenty- 
eight died—mortality rate, 1.46 per cent. |

died—mortality rate, 3.24 per cent. 

‘‘ Of 1,874 treated on the fourth day, 148 died— 
mortality rate, 10.8 per cent. 

‘Of 986 first treated later than the fourth day, 
216 died—mortality rate, 23.1 per cent.

Remarkable Piano Playing. 

For several seasons the name of Alfred 
Reisenauer has been conspicuous in the rec- 
ord of musical happenings in Europe, and 
music lovers from across the “ big water ”’ 


| have brought back enthusiastic tales of the 


high abilities of this German pianist. His 
“specialty "' was for a long time considered 
the playing of the work of Liszt, but his 
admirers declared that while he interpreted 
Liszt better than does any other artist now 
before the public, his treatment of the works 
of other masters was none the less ad- 
mirable. They claimed that the whole 
literature of the piano was at his command, 
and the fact that in Russia alone he has 
given over 700 recitals has seemed to justify 
almost any credulity as to the comprehen- 
siveness of his repertory. | 
The reports that came from New York 
after Reisenauer’s appearance there with 
the Philharmonic society Jan. 30 and his re- 
cital last Monday were such as to awaken 
expectations of remarkable playing from 
him tn his recital yesterday afternoon in 
Music hall, and before the program was 
completed those expectations were fully 
realized. Such an outburst of spontaneous 
applause as followed Mr. Reisenaueér’s per- 
formance of the Liszt E-major rhapsody 
has not been known in a Chicago concert 
room since the days of the first Paderewski 
furore. The audience was almost entirely pro- 
fessional in composition. The general public 
had not been aroused to a rea.:zauon of the 
player’s position in the music world, but 
the hall was so thickly sprinkled with pian- 
istic notables that you couldn't have swung 
one of those titanic Neumannesque pro- 
grams without making one or more sover- 
eigns of the keyboard dodge. It was a re- 
markable audience, and a critical one. And 
the enthusiasm the artist was able to awaken 


in such a company meant much. 


And what does Reisenauer do? Well, about 
everything that it seems possible a man with 
only two hands, ten fingers, and a couple 
of feet could do, and then he goes ahead and 
does several things that seem impossible. 
He doesn’t play duets with himself as Godow- 
sky has a habit of doing, but someway his 
technic appears to you to be of the sort that 


would enable nim to do so ff he really wanted | 


For the man has technic without end. 
And yet the beauty of it all is, he never 
thrusts that technical ability into your face 
and tries to dazzle you with it. Only once 
yesterday—in the Liszt rhapsody, when he 
did some giissando runs first in single notes, 
then in octaves, and finally in chords—runs 
that made you wonder if you were hearing 
correctly, runs that would have been laugh- 
ter provoking had they not been so wonder- 
ful—then only did he make anything ap- 
proaching a display of his technic. All the 
rest of the afternoon he “ just played piano,” 
and did it in a fashion that made you forget 
all'about the keys, and pedals, and strings, 
and left you conscious of only the beauty of 
the musical message you were hearing and 
grateful to the messenger who was delivering 
it to you. 

Owing to the HamMn concert the present 
writer d.. not reach Music hall unti) the 
Beethoven Sonata—the opus III.—was being 
played. What Mr. Reisenauer did in the 
compositions of Bach Scarlatti, Handel, 
Haydn, and Mozart, which preceded the last 
sonata of the mighty Ludwig, Is therefore 
not known. But the Beethoven he played 
magnificently. There was breadth, dignity, 
and bigness, and yet it was not without that 
element of passion and romanticism which 
was strong in Beethoven's musical makeup 
and which is particularly abundant in this 
sonata. It was a great, a notable perform- 
ance, and it was followed by a presentation 
of Schubert's “ Carnival ’’ which for wealth 
of coloring, clearness of individualizaticn of 
ite various parts, abundance of imaginative 
and poetic beauty, and technical complete- 
ness it would seem difficult to equal, not to 
mention surpassing. Each “scene’’ was 
masterly, but especially striking was the rare 
clearness with which the anewers in the 
* Replique ” were brought out, the fine senti- 
ment revealed in the ‘“ Eusebius,” the 
“ Chopin,” and the “ Vaise Allemand,” the 
grace and brightness of the “ Pantalon et 
Colombine,”’ and the remarkable tonal haze 
thrown over the * Promenade.”’ 


A group of Chopin served to show Mr. 


Reisenauer as one of the most eatisfactory 
of interpreters of that poet-comporer. There 
was sentiment, passion, dreaminess, and 
poetry in his reading, and yet sanity and 
virility were ever present. The player’s ex- 
traordinary skill in the ind!ividualizing of the 
middie and lower voices, yet without letting

this Chopin group. Then came the thrilling 

performance of the Liszt Rhapsody, and one 
of the most remarkable piano recitals of the 

season closed with the first of the Chopin 
waltzes given as an enoore.

7 CRITICISM OF ACTOR. 

Controller MeGanun Says Sir Henry, 
Protesting at Removal of Lights 
from Stage, Must Have Been Feel- 
ing “Pat Out’’—Blocki and Ray- 

- mer Declare Laws Must Be Ob- 
served to Prevent Possibility of 
Another Disaster. 


Henry Irving’s remarks at the Illinois the- 
ater Saturday night, when he criticised Chi- 
cago’s precautions against another Iroquois 
disaster, did not greatly disturb the mu- 
nicipal officials. | 

The English actor last night added to his 
former statements in regard to the danger 
of stage lights. 

McGann Is Not Disturbed. 

“TIT am afraid Sir Henry was a trifie put 
out about something when he spoke as he 
did,” said Controller McGann. “ Perhaps 
it was his dinner, or perhaps there were not 
as many persons in the house as he wished. 
From his viewpoint it is necessary that cer- 
tain artistic light effects be produced, but, on 
the other hand, it perhaps is as necessary 
that the safety of the audience be secured. 
The most artistic effects would not recom- 
pense a theatergoer for dangers. 

“If human life is to be the price paid for 
elaborate theatrical productions, it is possi- 
ble people may be able to get along without 
the productions,” 

“One would think after the lesson of the 
Iroquois theater fire,”’ said Commissioner 
Blocki, “that even an actor would realize 
that the safety of the audience is of more im- 
portance than what he calls ‘an artistic 
effect,’ and although the officials of Chicago 
may be ‘ jacks in office’ for holding to the 
opinion, they are determined there shall be 
no repetition of that disaster.” 

“Irving's speech was in bad taste,” said 
Ald. B. W. Snow. 


Declares Closed Lights Sefe. 
* Open lights are the great menace to safe- 
ty in theaters,’ said the actor last night. 
“If the ‘spot light’ which caused the fire 


the panic would not have been possible. 

“The public does not demand an extrava- 
gant display of light, and even if it did the 
same effects could be produced by inclosed 
lights, which would be harmless. I find it 
possible to please my audiences much bet- 
ter by a combination of lights and shadows. 
The biending of the colors adds tone to the 
whole. I have made it a rule in all my pro- 
ductions to use inclosed lights. As for the 
production of ‘ Louis XL.’ on Saturday night, 
the scene in which we required the use of 
torches was painfully marred because the 
‘authorities would not allow us to use the 
torches, Each man holds one, and even 
should one of them be dropped it would ex- 
tinguish it#lf. To me their removal was 
lamentable. I could not conceal my chagrin. 

“Laws are made for the general good 
of the public and should be lived up to to 
the letter, but there is such a thing as over- 
indulgence in legislation for the public 
good.”

The text of the petition is as’ follows:

Therefore, we hereby petition the congress of 
the United States to repeal so much of the immi- 
gration law—

to issue warrants of arrest for the apprehension

As authorizes any interference with the personal 


_of mere opinions on any subject whatever. . 


Judge Tuley Writes Approval. 

Mr. Post read the following letter from 
Judge Tuley in approval'of the petition: 

I do not see how any judge can refuse to sign, 
and I hope that some good may come of this 
effort to have objectionable provisions of the law 
repealed in the interest of the liberty of all the 
people of this republic. 

‘‘ The arrest of Turner was as bad, as auto- 
cratic, and indefensible as any act ever com- 
mitted by Russia,” declared Mr. Post. ‘* He 
violated no law and had no interest in com- 
ing to America but to assist in the trades 
union movement.’’ 

Reviewing the case, the speaker referred to 
the time when Turner was brought before a 
federal judge on a writ of habeas corpus. 

‘“‘I want to explain what that writ is,’’ he 
said, for I don’t know how long we will have 
it in this country. In court he learned, for 
the first time, why he was arrested. He was 
charged with disbelieving in organized gov- 
ernment. He is held by administrative, not 
judicial, process. Turner is a Tolstoi an- 
archist. He is a Quaker, a believer in peace. 
He would die rather than shoulder a musket. | 
He is not a revolutionary anarchist.” 


Tolstoi Liable to Deportation. 


W. J. Bryan's visit to Tolstoil was referred 
to, and Mr. Post said that should the Russian 
be invited to come to America he could be 
arrested as he landed. Bryan himself, he 
said, could be put in prison if he asked Tol- 
stoi to visit this country. 

* Anything in this country organized to 
fight high class graft is called anarchy,’ he 
said. ‘‘ Tyranny attacks the weakest point 
first. If the Turner arrest is allowed to stand 
as a precedent, unions will next be assailed.’’

Severe weather had less effect on the gen- 
eral wholesale situation last week, the re- 
cession of cotton prices from the high point 
removed some of the nervousness and uncer- 
tainty from textile products, and the progress 
of hostilities in the far east has as yet affect- 
ed none of the markets to any appreciable ex- 
tent. The war and cotton developments had 
largely been discounted. Buying of silks 
showed some increase, in anticipation of 
probable effects of the war, but the stimulus 
was not marked and was purely sentimental. 
No adverse results from the Baltimore fire 
were noted, so far as general values are con- 
cerned, owing to the practically assured abili- 
ty of the insurance companies to meet their 
obligations, and the demand for structural 
material, at least, is sure to feel an increase 
in the near future as a direct result. This 
fact has tended to a marked degree to coun- 
teract the effect of the heavy losses incurred 
in that city. 

Car shortage continues to be felt in many 
lines, of trade. Difficulty in getting cars has 
shown no indications of a noticeable letup in 
the near future. 
from the interior and increased stimulus from 
high prices to ship farm produce to market 
centers has kept the situation tight. Prod- 
uce, coal, iron, and practically all markets 
have been influenced by this condition, which 
traffic managers seemingly are powerless to 
relieve without radical increase of motive 
power. Weather also has not tended to help 
this condition. 


' Metal Outlook Better. 


In iron and steel the demand has shown 
fair improvement. Inquiries for rails, pig 
iron, and structural forms are more plenti- 
ful, but business still is small. Demand 
from makers of agricultural implements has 
made the best progress. Buying of struct- 
ural material to be used to replace the build- 
ings destroyed at Baltimore, a demand sure 
to develop, is looked on as a hopeful sign 
in the market surroundings. ; 

There are inquiries for materia! for five or 
six Chicago office buildings, requiring per- 
haps 15,000 tons of structural material, but 
little actual business has been placed. 

is, the agricultural implement works 
that are buying the moré lavishly,’’ says the 
Iron and Machinery World. «*‘ Probably 15,- 
000 tons of steel bars have been purchased 
this week by western consumers. Reports 
from the consumine shops are to the effect 
that the users of this material will be ur 
able to fill orders for their own products until 
late in the season. The consensus of opinion 
among manufacturers is that they must rush 
manufacture from now on and they are buy- 
ing material accordingly. Possibly the west- 
ern farmers are buying machinery more free- 
ly, because of the higher prices for the 
cereals and for provisions, but at any rate 
the implement outlook has brightened. There 
have been bought about 10,000 tons of north- 
ern irons’ for radiator construction, deliv- 
eries to be made at various consuming plants 
in the north. In quantities running down 
from 500 tons there has been closed a fairly 
good tonnage. It is noticed that inquiry for 
the last week or two has been relatively the 
more active in the northwest than elsewhere 
in Chicago territory.” 


parts of the west and southwest and also 
in‘ Michigan and Ohio firmness has resulted 
from insufficient quantities on hand, due in 
part to difficulties in transportation and to 
the recent cold weather. The firmness was 
mainly in anthracite, although the demand 
for bituminous was helped where supplies 
of the former were inadequate. Consumption 
of anthracite throughout the west the last 
fortnight has been unusually heavy.

Spot goods have not been af- 
fected to any appreciable extent, the supply 
available for quick delivery being inadequate 
to meet the demand. Producers are more 
willing to undertake future shipments than 
they were before the reaction began, but the. 
indisposition has been transferred to buyers.

BRRECTS OF WAR. 


WHEAT MARKETS RESPOND WITH 
FAIR. ADVANCES. 


Foreign Exchanges Set the Pace— 
Lighter Receipts and High Prices 
Paid for Cash Grain Quite as Im- 
portant Bullish Influences — Corn 
and Oats Lose Ground on Realizing, 
buat Finally Recover All Losses— 
Sharp Upturn in Pork.

Wheat markets of the week opened with 
the long uncertainty whether or not and 
when Russia and Japan would go to war 
thoroughly settled. The result of the out- 
break of hostilities was a feverish spurt in 
prices here and then a sharp decline, as 


“the desire on the part of holders to take 


profits seemed to overbalance any new 
demand. It was possible there was some 
selling for fear the big losses in the Balti- 
more fire would unsettle financial condi- 
tions. But this early. break was soon re- 
covered, the market working steadily higher 
under the joint influence of rising prices in 
foreign markets on one side and on the 
other the steady falling off in the movement 
of wheat to market in this country, the 
scarcity of grain of good quality in the re- 
ceipts, and the fancy prices being paid for 
it in. all markets. Speculative interest has 
hardened, and is going into July trade, be- 
ing much heavier in that future than in 
May. Its relative cheapness has  recom- 
mended it as a safe investment for those 
who fear any sudden unloading in the May 
cr are beginning to look on that delivery as 
private property. There is a growing in- 
clination to believe supplies will be shorter 
in July than in May, in view of the present 
uncertainty concerning the growing crop, 

and that the July will sell as high as the May 
has sold, The July sold up to 88%-89c and 
closed only %c under the top, a net gain of 
4c for the week. September was even 
stronger, gaining 4c. 

May Deal Quiet. 

There has been a smaller advance in the 
May, little new trade is gding into this future, 
and there has been no evidence of effort 
on the part of the big bull interest to sus- 
tain prices or to scare in the shorts. The 
effect of the war and of the high cash prices 
paid in this and other markets apparently 
gave the shorts all the motive they needed 
for covering and there was at times a heavy 
demand. It was the assumption, of course, 
that this demand must have been supplied 
by the Armour interest, and it was sup- 
plied with sufficient liberality to keep the 
May price from going over 97c, a gain of only 
lc from the high point for this delivery es- 
tablished the preceding week, while the close 
at 964%c showed a net gain of 2\%c for the 
week. There has been every indication, in 
fact, that the bulls were willing to accom- 
modate the shorts around the current level 
of prices for the time being, if they wanted 
accommodation. There is supposed to be a 
big short interest still outstanding, however. 
Foreign grain markets, which all along 
seemed to be more skeptical] than speculators 
on this side as to the possibility of war, have 
begun to show more lvely concern over 
the question of supplies, the English and 
continental markets have scored good ad- 
vances, Liverpool up 2c and London 2%c, 
and there has been an improvement in the 
export demand. The fear that Russia might 
stop exports of wheat has doubtless’ had 
something to do with the stronger feeling. 
The American speculator has been paying 
quite as much attention to the strength of his 
cash markets as to the possible effect of the 


war. 
High Cash Price. 


Diminishing supplies, falling off in receipts, 
and greater urgency of milling demand have 
furnished the chief impetus for advancing 
prices. Receipts have fallen off both in the 
southwest and in the northwest, the country 
movement everywhere is reported much 


Smaller, and it seems more and more certain 
there will be the scarcity of supplies before 


another crop is reaped which the bull leaders 


in this market and the handlers of grain in 
the northwest. have been predicting with 


much positiveness. Receipts in Kansas City 
have dropped under 100,000 bu daily, and the 
2 hard winter there has advanced 
to 92c, a gain of almost 10c in a week. Re- 
ceipts of soft winter wheat are so small every- 
where the few cars of No. 2, or even of choice 
No. 3 red, are bringing $1. 00 or more at this 
market, Toledo, St. Louis, and Kansas City. 
There was the report that $1.10 was paid for 
this grade at Dallas, Tex., on Saturday. 
With so little wheat moving and so small a 
proportion of the best quality, there seems no 
escape from the conclusion that contract 
stocks of wheat at least will be light in the 
spring. 

Farmers seem inclined to hold what wheat 
and are 
probably better able to pursué this policy 
than ever before. 

Exports of wheat and flour continue light, 


but domestic stocks of both wheat and flour. 


are also light, and home markets might easily 


be more indifferent to any foreign demand 


than they have proved so far. Stocks of 
wheat at gulf ports are small and could not 
be replaced unless foreign bids should be ad- 
vanced 6c to 8c a bu above the present level, 
so the expori movement is likely to continue 
small. 

, Little Change in Corn. 

Corn has not felt the influence of the break- 
ing out of war to any marked extent. It 
brought a little buying rush at the first of 
the week, but there was an evident willing- 
ness on the part of some of the more impor- 
tant holders to take profits and the selling 
was on so large a scale there was a break of 
nearly 3c in the May. But while there was 
this pressure by big holders the corn seemed 
to go into equally strong hands. It lookedas 
though the New York bull party was getting 
out in part and Armour was taking at least 
a liberal share of their sales. The market 
turned strong before this selling was over 


and regained ail the loss of the fore part of 


the week, May closing unchanged from the 
previous Saturday, and the July ec higher. 
There had been considerable changing of 
May and July, selling of the nearer delivery 
and buying of the latter, which at one time 
had reduced the July discount to 1\%c, but it 
closed at 2c under. While the market closed 
strong it did not at any time during the week 
approach the high price reached by the May 


of the previous week and closed 2c under it. 


The July, however, closed only 5c under the 
top. 

There has been a hardening of the cash 
corn prices, particularly for the low grades, 
coincident with the reopening of the glucose 


plant here and the appearance of that com- 


pany in the market asa buyer. The shipping 
situation has been against the market, it 
being so difficult to secure cars on éastern 
roads that buyers are afraid to take the low 
grade corn and run the risk of its staying 
on sidetracks here long enough to get out 
of eondition. As a consequence, presumably 
of the eastern political situation, there has 
been an improvement in the export demand 
for corm, and this has been reflected in the 
eastern demand here. 


Patten Replacing Oats Sales. 

The liquidating movement in oats seemed 
to be more pronounced than in any other 
grain. There was apparently every evi- 
dence of heavy Patten selling, and the mar- 
ket slipped off 2%c from the closing price of 
the previous Saturday and 5%c from the 
high point of the week before, a break severe 
enough, probably, to shaké out all the scat- 
tered long interests in the market. Later in 
the week there was apparently a replacing 
of his line by the leading May holder, and 
the market recovered all its loss, closing 
kc lower to 4e higher for the week. Re- 
ceipts keep light, but there does not seem to 
be quite shipping demand enough to prevent 
the manufacture of standard oats on a 
moderate scale.

MARKETS GET BACK IN FORM. 


European Exchanges Recovering from 
Shock Due to War and Business 
Is Expected to Gain. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
[Copyright: 1904: By the New York Herald. } . 
LONDON, Feb. 13.—Now that the first 

shock of war is over there is every evidence 
the markets are beginning to look up again. 
Indeed, the fall in stocks has been much 
less than anticipated and a sharp recovery 
would appear to: be in progress. Little real 
liquidation resulted from the events of the 
week. That the time is opportune for 
speculation with borrowed capital there can 
little doubt. A man with money has now a 
golden opportunity itn all gilt edged securi- 
ties and a long list of stocks which 
really are first class, though not quite good 
enough for trustees, can now be purchased 
at most attractive terms, The opinion seems 
to be there is bound to be a big improve- 
ment the coming year, in which everything 
from consols to speculative mining shares 
will participate. 

The British markets thus far have stood 
the strain with comparative equanimity for 
the day of stock exchange account settle- 
ment has passed over with only one failure, 
that of a young man, who bought experience 
dearly in the American market. 

Fortunately, London was able to take over 
all the stock offered. Moreover, the Russian 
government supported the market for its 
own bonds It is a settled policy of the Rus- 
sian government to support the market for 
its own bonds, for it argues that the credit 
of the country is largely regulated by the 
price of these bonds. Therefore it is a polit- 
ical mistake of great magnitude to allow the 
bonds to be knocked down ruthlessly. Rus- 
sia therefore supported the market so well 
that it helped to check the selling. 

If Hay’s proposal is accepted there is a 
reasonable prospect that China will be pro- 
tected from’ Russian or other aggression, 
and thus the open door will be firmly secured. 

When the people have grown accustomed 
to war certain securities, like Russian, Jap- 
anese, Turkish, and Bulgarian, will be sep- 
arated from other securities, and business 
will proceed normally.
